CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The Saturn 5 super-rocket is 
poised 
today for Thursday's 


high-stakes flight to test its wor- 
thiness as a thoroughbred work- 
horse of the American space 
program. 


Technicians scrambled in the 


shadow of the 36-story-high ma- 
chine 
to complete the count- 


down ticking toward a 7 a.m. 
EST Thursday launch. 


The workmen spent Tuesday 


readying an Apollo spacecraft, 
much like the one astronauts 
will use for the moon trip, for 
its ride atop Saturn 5. Today's 
chores called for checkouts and 
first fueling of the rocket itself. 


Worksheets for today were 


punctuated 
with 
stop-points 


where the space agency must 
decide if things are going well 
enough to continue. 
If work 


lags, a built-in 7'/2 -hour hold can 
be used to catch up, and a 
Thursday launch could be de- 
layed to as late as midday. 


Never before has the space 


agency 
launched anything as 


big, powerful and complicated 
as Saturn 5, but this is the vehi- 
cle built to send Americans on 
their way to the moon. 


The mighty ship is crammed 


with 
equipment 
untested 
in 


Space.,;, Although its Triaiden 
flight is to be unmanned and 
only &/z hours long, cameras 
and 
sensors 
aboard 
seek 


answers to thousands of open 
questions about the rocket's lim- 
itations. 


The Saturn 5 weighs 6 million 


pounds, of which 5.6 million 
pounds is propellant, enough to 
orbit the combined weight of ev- 
erything America has sent into 
space before. 


Its first stage, untested in 


flight, is to spend most of the to- 
tal rocket's fuel and thrust to 
loft it 38Vz miles over the Atlan- 
tic. 


There, 
the oxygen-hydrogen 


powered 
second 
stage, also 


making its flight debut, is to 
take over and carry the vehicle 
up to 117 miles. The proven 
third stage is to place itself and 
the Apollo craft into a circular 
parking orbit.

Philadelphia 
Mayor Is 
Re-elected 
PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) 
- 


Democratic Mayor James H. J. 
Tate beat the polls, his own par- 
ty bosses and a young Republi- 
can challenger in a cllfthanger 
Tuesday to win re-election in 
the nation's fourth largest city. 


The contest also served as a 


preliminary skirmish for Penn- 
sylvania's 1968 presidential elec- 
toral votes. Vice President Hub- 
ert H. Humphrey had said the 
Keystone state could shift into 
the GOP column if Philadelphia 
elected a Republican mayor. 


Republican Dist. Atty. Arlen 


Specter, 37, a former Democrat 
brought, in the U.S. Senate's 
only Negro member, Edward 
Brooke of Massachusetts, in a 
stab to slpboa off some of the 
city's heavy Negro vote. But it 
didn't work. 


The 57-year-old Tate, though 


failing to get a majority of the 
717,182 votas cast, squeaked 
past Specter and three minority 
party candidates, two of them 
Negroes. The mayor called it 
"the flght of my life." 


It was the tightest election 


here since 1911. 


Democrats 
also 
captured 


most other offices, winning 13 of 
17 council seats. 


Tate got 350,585 in the unoffi- 


cial tally; Specter 339,628; Cecil 
B. Muore of the Political Free- 
dom party 8,775; the Rev. Leon- 
ard Smalls of the Consumers 
party 6,409, and Joseph J. Frie- 
ri of the Constitutional party 
11,785. 


Moore, former president of 


the Philadelphia chapter of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) and Smalls, a Baptist 
minister, are Negroes. 


Tale's margin over Specter, 


first Jewish nominee in Phila- 
delphia history, was 10,957, or 
about l',2 per cent of their com- 
bined total.

Nunn defeated Democrat Hen* 


ry Ward, a former highway 
commissioner supported by the 
state regime, by about 21,000 
votes In a moderate turnout* 


With 2,92? of 3,031 precincts 


reporting, Nunn had 429,931 and 
ward 408,403. 


The victory was a comeback 


from a previous defeat In 1963 
when Nunn lost to Gov. Edward 
T. 
Breathltt by only 13,000 


votes. 


Ward, 58, had three decades 


of political and governmental 
experience but was regarded by 
many as an unglamorous candi- 
date lacking voter appeal, 


Nunn, a 43-year-old former 


county judge from South Ken- 
tucky, criticized Ward's record 
and the two past Democratic re- 
gimes for what he called reck- 
less spending and disregard of 
the little man. 


His basic theme was that it 


was time for a change at the 
state capitol at Frankfort and 
an opportunity to show the Pres- 
ident that Kentucklans oppose 
national and Vietnam policies. 


However, his campaign was a 


departure 
from 
the 1963 


script—when 
he heatedly de- 


nounced an Integration order of 
then-Gov. Bert Combs and emo- 
tionally defended Bible reading 
In schools despite a U.S. Su- 
preme Court decision to the con- 
trary.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson's request that peo- 
ple write their congressmen 
about his proposed tax hike is 
bringing results—but not exact- 
ly those Johnson hoped for, an 
Associated Press survey indi- 
cates. 


Only a few congressmen quer* 


ters from constituents asking 
for the tax boost, Most said the 
President's appeal for public 
support last week resulted in a 
flood of mail opposing the pro- 
posal. 


Rep. 
Al Wlman, D-Ore., a 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee member who has backed 
the tax hike measure, reported 
receiving a letter from home- 
saying: "I hear the President 
wants us to write you to ask for 
a tax increase. I am asking you 
to vote against a tax increase." 


In the same vein was a letter 


to Democratic Rep. Richard L. 
Ottinger, whose district encom- 
passes 
New 
York's 
wealthy 


Westchester County. The wom- 
an correspondent said her letter 
was prompted by Johnson's ap- 
peal, but added: "I don't want 
any higher taxes." 


There were some scattered 


exceptions to the trend, howev- 
er. 


Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., 


received this message from a 
West Orange constituent:

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department's late 
harvest season report today es- 
timated 
cotton production at 


7,969,000 bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight, down 120,000 bales 
from last month's forecast. 


The Indicated crop compares 


with 8,089,000 bales forecast in 
October, 9,375,000 grown last 
year and 14,935,000 for the 1961- 
65 average. 


The crop Is the smallest since 


1921. It was grown under a gov- 
ernment program offering farm- 
ers 
substantial payments and 


price supports for holding a part 
of their cotton land out of pro- 
duction. 


The purpose of this program 


was to provide a market for 
surpluses accumulated in past 
years. Next year, growers will 
be encouraged to increase pro- 
duction. 


The indicated yield per har- 


vested acre for Arkansas Is 401 
pounds with a total production 
of 660,000 bales. 


The yield of cotton lint per 


acre was Indicated at 448 pounds 
compared with 480 last year and 
491 for the five-year average, 


In an accompanying report, 


the Census Bureau said 3,289,153 
running bales of cotton were 
ginned before Nov. 1, This com- 
pared with 5,007,297 to the same 
late last year.

McCarthy 
to Sound

Eugene J. McCarthy, D-Mlnn.,

states this weekend to plumb 
the depth of Democratic party 
opposition 
to President John- 


son's Vietnam policies. 


In connection with scheduled 


speeches In St. Paul, Minn., on 
Thursday, Ann Arbor, Mich., on 
Friday, Boston on Saturday and 
Chicago on Sunday, McCarthy 
said he plans talks with party 
leaders to learn the extent of 
anti-Johnson sentiment In their 
areas. 


McCarthy, who has said he 


believes there Is widespread 
Democratic 
discontent 
with 


Johnson's war policies, indi- 
cates his findings on the week- 
end tour may help him decide 
whether to oppose the President 
in some 1968 presidential pri- 
maries. 


The Minnesota senator, whose 


name was one Johnson 
men- 


tioned in 1964 to conceal for a 
time his choice of Hubert H. 
Humphrey as his vice presiden- 
tial runningmate, denied in an 
interview Tuesday that he and 
the President have reached a 
political parting of the ways. 


"You don't reach a point of 


no return in politics," McCarthy 
said. 


"The question here is not one 


of personalities but of issues. It 
is better to have the party open- 
ly divided on such issues as 
Vietnam than to try to cover up 
the division by a false front of 
unity." 


He said Johnson's attacks on 


his Democratic war critics have 
not contributed to party discus- 
sion of the issues.

President has had ex- 


perience in handling cattle," he

"You start them slowly and

McCarthy said If he reads the 


signs as favorable he might en- 
ter four or five primaries as 
Johnson's opponent. Presuma- 
bly he could get his name on the

If he keeps on talking like a 


candidate he might also be en- 
tered in the New Hampshire, 
Wisconsin, 
Nebraska and Ore- 


gon primaries, where officials 
select candidates to be put on 
the ballot. 


McCarthy said he won't be 


worrying about finances if he 
decides to put on primary cam- 
paigns.

votes. 
Edward T. Breathitt, a 


Democrat, is governor now, and 
Ward was his chosen successor. 


There, too, racial factors sur- 


faced 
during 
the 
campaign. 


Ward charged 
Nunn was run- 


ning 
a 
campaign 
of bigotry. 


But, 
while both men 
opposed 


open housing laws, it was Ward 
who advocated a state law bar- 
ring local open occupancy ordi- 
nances. 
There were signs that 


many Kentucky Negroes stayed 
away from the polls. 


Democrats held control of the 


Kentucky legislature. 


Virginia's 
legislature 
re- 


nu'ned heavily Democratic as 
well, although outnumbered Re- 
publicans scored a sharp per- 
centage gain by picking up at 
least four seats. A Negro, Dr. 
William 
Ferguson 
Reid, 
was 


elected to the legislature, first 
of his race to do so since the Re- 
construction era.

Democratic 
victory in 


Philadelphia belonged to Mayor 
James H. J. Tate, who defeated 
Republican Dist. Atty. Aden J. 
Specter, elected to his current 
office two years ago, had been 
rated a rising young man in 
Pennsylvania GOP politics.
